open fire at 10 miles or more.

guns may totally destroy a jrreat ship 
with a sinplfi lucky shot. 
Scores of 


rapid destroyers will launch torpedoes 
that have a ransc "of over five miles; 
aeroplanes wiU launch similar -torpe- 
does. 
Other planes will drop bombs 


of great size, weighing 3000 pounds 
and still others will control hy wire- 
less supertorpedoes. carrying an ' ex- 
plosive charge of over one. ton. F*leei 
submarines may he present in srrcat 
numbers, and many automatic mines 
may hp> laid in front of the fleets. 


"With both, commanders determined 


io fight a decisive action, the issue will 
he decided in a \scry short time, and 
tho result 
will he the 'practical de- 


struction of the defeated fleet. 


"Our problem is to devise means of 


applying: our practical 
experience of 


these instruments of destruction in ac- 
cordance with 'the immutable prin- 
ciples of warfare. 
This'" will require 


continuous study. 
Hence the abso- 


lute necessity of a naval war college 
of as great a capacity as practicable.

.THE CAR STRIKE 


Still the street car service is 


tied up and ihe people of Lowell 
and surrounding towns have to get 
along as best they can without the 
service which the state has under- 
taken to manage for the convenience 
of the public. 


The Sun has always advocated 


arbitration as a means of settling 
disputes 
affecting 
public 
service 


utilities; 
but it appears that the 


parties to tho controversy forgot 
all about the existence of an arbi- 
tration agreement for the settlement 


. : ' of such disputes. 


The fact that the vice president 


of 
the 
international union, 
with 


which the local is affiliated, refuses 
to endorse the strike, proves at 
least that it is irregular. He bases 
his decision on the fact that the 
strike is in violation of an exist- 


• ing arbitration agreement which the 


international body must sustain if 
collective bargaining is not to be 
discredited so far as labor bodies 
are concerned. 


Had the men now on strike fol- 


lowed orders under protest and 
nsed ihe gun registers on the open 
cars, 
they could 
have had 
the 


.question arbitrated 
without inter- 


rnption 
of the service; 
but ap- 


parently they were not willing so 
to submit their case. 


On the other hand, had the com- 


pany for the nonce waived its in- 
sistence upon running the open cars 
and using the gun register, it could 
have continued the service with the 
semi-convertible cars, 
which 
are 


just as good; and could then have 
brought 
the question 
before the 


arbitration board. In this way the 
issue might have been settled qui- 
etly and there would have been no 
interruption of the service. 


We are free 
to say that wise 


management would have 
adopted 


this course. 
The company could 


have secured a, decision from an 
arbitration board 
and 
also from 


the, international union before over- 
ruling the protest of the men. 
It 


is doubtful if the men would have 
decided to strike had the company 
sought 
and obtained 
the aid of 


higher powers in enforcing the ar- 
bitration agreement. 


It is plain that the interests of 


the public were ignored by both 
sides to the controversy, and for 
this reason, as we have repeatedly 
asserted, there is need for a law to 
protect 
the public 
against 
hot- 


headed action on one side and lack 
of sound judgment and 
foresight 


on the other, in both of which the 
present 
strike 
offers 
a 
good 


illustration.

The 
financial and other interests of this 
country have cordially endorsed the 
movement for more intimate busi- 
ness relations with the southern re- 
publics. Such sentiments found ex- 
pression at the recent conference 
from men well qualified to speak- 
as representing great financial in- 
terests and 
industrial enterprises, 


men who could easily undertake and 
finance railroad and other schemes 
for the development of the South 
American countries. 


The scope of the conference may 


be judged from the fact that the in- 
terests of 
each country in Latin 


America 
were discussed 
and the 


general policy of the United States 
was declared to be one of friend- 
ship and readiness to co-operate, so 
far as possible, with these countries 
in their endeavors to promote in- 
dustry and commerce. 


Among 
the 
subjects 
discussed 


were the 
establishment 
of ample 


freight, mail and passenger steam- 
ship facilities between the principal 
porfs of the Atlantic, the Gulf and 
Pacific ports .of the United States 
and the 
corresponding ports 
of 


Latin 
America; 
thorough 
reci- 


procity and mutual co-operation in 
commercial relations, including ex- 
port and import combinations' and 
other aids to commerce. 
Further- 


more, it was laid down as a prin- 
ciple that the United States would 
meet the legitimate financial needs 
of the Latin American governments 
and, to a certain extent, of priv- 
ate undertakings by the establish- 
ment there of financial institutions 
and better credit'facilities than iu 
the past. 


One of the important items con- 


sidered was the -necessity of rail- 
road and highway construction all 
over Latin America in order 
reach regions rich in raw material 
that would find a ready sale in the 
United States. From such an earn 
est discussion of important trade 
and 
industrial relations, it would 


indeed he unfortunate if the oppor- 
tunity thus offered for mutual ben- 
efit should 
not be 
fully utilized 


Whether it will or not must depent 
upon the promptness and the cor- 
diality with which the United State: 
carries out the policies outlined at 
the Pan American conference. 


The visit of the president-elect 


of Brazil to this country will nn 
doubtedly mark the beginning of ;. 
more friendly and intimate relatiou 
between the United States and tli 
southern republics. It is gratifyin_, 
to know that no longer does any 
of the Latin republics harbor any 
jealousy or animosity towards the 
United States. 
They are now con- 


vinced that the United States is 
entirely unselfish in the effort to 
maintain the Monroe Doctrine as 
well as' (o establish the Lea;mc of 
! Xa l ions with power to prevent war 


j in Europe. 
If we do not cultivate 


' the friendship of the Latin repub- 
lics, they will naturally look to 
European nations for the assistance 
they failed 
to secure 
from 
tho 


United States. 


Crs of Europe have made even a 
hollow pretence ol accepting those 
fourteen points must be regarded 
;cs a triumph for world democracy, 


l! IF true tha! few of ihe Euro- 


pean powers fecm willing to 
be 


definitely

ideals. 
That was to be expected. 


Indeed, we believe that few of the

With the rainbow repeating his aerial 
flights at the end of his mad rushes 
as lie Is checked in his strategic man- 
euvers to gaih cover, ihe tight continues 
until the tired, dogged scrap of the 
tish tinallv settles to a relentless tug- 
ging that* seeing tirele.ss, as the fisher- 
man plies his skill to regain IOSL line, 
and finds the weight of the fish in the 
stream's current about all his tackle 
will stand, Then liually settles to a 
wearing deadlock to lire the big fish 
into submission. 
This is finally accomplished as yards 
of line are rc-oled in slowly but. surc-ly 
u n t i l the sun's rays down in the wa- 
ter betray the presence or" the lish in 
silvery flashes that are blurred with rc-d 
and a mottled dark-colored back as the 
fish does a sort of spinning, whirling 
dervish stunt in his last efforts to gain 
his freedom. 
Like a bunch grass broncho, who has 
lived his wild, free life according to 
his own dictates, the rainbow submits 
to the leading string only when ex- 
hausted anil overpowered. He lights to 
the last ditch and is creeled only when 
there Is not another flop in his muscu- 
lar, graceful body that is slipped skil- 
fully into the maw ot a landing not. 
A landing net is almost an essential 
piece of the 
fisherman's 
equipment 
when after these prizes, as a lost rain- 
bow is quite an item to the angler at 
the end of his day, and with so much 
weight on straining tackle a last feeble 
flop may be the pne that is needed 
to free the biggest fish of the day, as 


, an awkward landing ie made on the 
shorn, or a hook is torn from the fish's 
mouth in attempting to raise the quar- 
ry above water to got a -hand hold in 
its slippery grills. 
It is much easier 
and safer to ease the big fighter into 
the waiting net, for a fish is never 
caught until safely creeled. 
This is 


more than applicable to rainbow trout 
with their tenacity that has a bit of 
scrap left to the point of exhaustion. 
\Vith this sort of fishing the angler 
is kept on the alert throughout, the day 
as every strike thai is well hooked 
moans a hard-fought battle that ends 
in either a disheartening: slackening 
of the Jine that spells defeat to ihe 
fisherman or to a victory that adds 
man v pounds i*j ihe catch of the day. 
To win or lo.se here is of considerable 
consequence, and every effort of the 
angler is put forth 10 \vin u-h£-never he 
gets a strike that is a thriller, as he 
estimates the weight of his quarry in 
the ilrsi tug and rush of his nnny ad- 
versary.

4L Jones in the Idaho Statesman. With

What a thrill H fives the earnest 
fisherman, after a few fruitless casts 
with spinner and attached pork rind o 
other trailing 
tidbit of cut 
bait, to 


reel a strike thai fairly carried 
th< 
rod from his hand and drives the hook 
home, as the shimmering' body of the 
lish leaps into the air, throwing a spray 
of water In a-fiipping arc that ends in a 
splash as the line tishtc-ns asain to 
the screeching remonstrance of the reel 
while the big fish lakes the offensive in 
a mad rush for cover and entangle- 
ments that mean disaster to the luck- 
less fisherman. 


With the rainbow repeating his aerial 
flights at the end of his mad rushes 
as he ia checked in his strategic man- 
euvers to gain cover, the tight continues 
until the tired, dossed scrap of the 
fish finally settles to a relentless tug- 
King; that seems tireless, as the iisher- 
man piles his skill to retrain lost Hue, 
and finds the weight of the fish in the 
stream's current about all his tackle 
will stand, then ilnally settles to a 
wearing deadlock to lire the big- fish 
into submission. 


This as finally accomplished as yards 
of line are reeled in slowly but surely 
until the sun's rays down in the wa- 
ter betray the presence of the iish in 
silvery flashes that are blurred with red 
and a mottled dark-colored back as the 
fish does a sort of spinning, whirling 
dervish stunt in his last efforts to gain 
his freedom. 


Like a bunch grass broncho, who-has 
lived his wild, free' life according to 
his own dictates, the rainbow submits 
to the leading string only when ex- 
hausted and overpowered. He fights to 
the last ditch anri is creeled only when 
there is not another flop in his muscu- 
lar, graceful body that is slipped skil- 
fully into the maw of a landing net. 


A landing net is almost an essential 
piece 
of 
tho 
fisherman's 
equipment 
when after these prizes, as a lost rain- 
bow is quite an item to the angler1 at 
the end of his day, and with so much 
weight on straining tackle a last feeble 
flop may be the pne that is needed 
to free tho biggest fish of the day, as 
an awkward 
landing is made on the 
shore, or a hook is torn from the fish's 
mouth in attempting to raise the Quar- 
ry above water to get a.hand hold in 
Us slippery gills. 
It la much easier 
and safer to ease the big fighter into 
the waiting net, for a fish is never, 
caught until safely creeled. 
This is 


more than applicable to rainbow trou 
with their tenacity that has a. bit o 
scrap left to the point of exhaustion. 
With this sort of. fishing the angler 
is kept on the alert throughout the da1 
as every strike that is well hooked 
means a hard-fought battle that ends 
in either a disheartening slackening 
of the line that spells defeat to the 
fisherman or to a victory that adds 
many pounds to the catch of the day 
To win or loso hero is o£ considerable 
consequence, and every effort of the 
angler is put forth to win whenever he 
gets a strike that fs a thriller as he 
estimates the weight of his quarry in 
the first tug and rush of his finny ad- 
versary.
